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INTRODUCTION 


A  list  of  the  plants  in  the  Forest  Service,  Southern  Region,  Herbarium  has 
been  prepareo. 

The  Herbarium  houses  mainly  range  and  woodland  plants  collected  from  the 
Southeastern  States. 

Some  of  the  officially  listed  endangered  and  threatenea  plants,  termed  as 
sensitive  by  the  Forest  Service,  and  also  some  of  the  plants  under  review 
collected  from  Forest  Service  lands  in  Region  8  are  housed  in  the  Herbarium. 
These  will  be  used  for  documenting  locality  for  such  plants. 

The  resulting  list  will  be  useful  to  Forest  Service  employees  interested  in 
knowing  what  plants  are  represented  in  the  Regional  Herbarium  and  will  assist 
those  interested  in  collecting  additional  plant  species  not  represented. 

In  addition  to  the  scientific  names  and  alpha  codes,  common  names  are 
provided.  When  common  names  do  not  exist  the  generic  names  are  listed. 

The  list  will  be  updated  periodically  as  plant  species  are  added  to  the 
Herbarium.

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Arrangement  of  Plant  Names 


Species  are  grouped  according  to  growth  form  (1)  grasses,  (2)  grasslikes,  (3) 
forbs,  and  (4)  trees  and  shrubs.  The  ferns  are  included  with  the  forbs,  ano 
vines  are  included  with  trees  and  shrubs.  Within  each  growth  form  plant  names 
are  arranged  alphabetically  first  by  scientific  name  and  by  colloquial  name. 

Symbols  for  Species 

The  Alpha  Code  or  symbol  for  each  species  consists  of  the  first  two  letters  of 
the  generic  name  plus  the  first  two  letters  of  the  species  name,  all  in 
capital  letters,  thus,  CEAS  for  Centella  aslatlca.  If  the  same  four  letters 
should  fit  two  or  more  species,  numerals  are  added  to  the  duplicates;  this 
makes  a  symbol  of  four  letters  plus  a  digit,  as  ASV12.  Where  a  variety  is 
shown,  the  first  letter  of  the  variety  is  added.  This  makes  a  five  letter 
symbol,  as  in  CAAEL  for  Galllardla  aestivalis  var.  lanceolate.  If 
duplications  should  occur  in  symbols  for  varieties,  a  numeral  replaces  the 
fifth  letter.
